Mystery of Policeman’s Dis- 


appearance Partially Solved.

DROPPED OUT OF SIGHT OVER SIX 


MONTHS AGO. 


Robbery Is Not Indicated and the 
Clothing Pockets Contained No 
Message to Explain the 
Strange Case. 


A body, which has been positively identi- 
fied as that of Policeman Patrick J. Hena- 
ghan, was found in the Mississippi 
at the foot of Valentine street 
morning. 

tfeneghan was a member of the St. Louis 
police force in good standing. He 
peared under peculiar’ circumstances De- 
cember 3 last. The efforts of the entire 
police department to locate him were with- 
out avail. 

His body was found by two negro roust- 
abouts who were permitted by the police 
to depart Without giving their names. 

In the opinion af the morgue attendants 
the body had been in the water for months 
and the police now believe that Henaghan 
met his death soon after his disappearance, 
possibly on.the same day. 

Shortly after the discovery was made 
Henaghan’s father, John® Henaghan of 1833 
Papin street, and his sister, Miss Winifred 
Hlenaghan, visited the morgue and posi- 
t:vely identified the clathing and effects. 
The features were unrecognizable. 

On the body when found were a gold 
open-faced: watch, with a chain and a 
charm of a Catholic society to which the 
policeman belonged; a bunch of patrol box 
and fire alarm keys, a key to a box in the 
vaults of the Missouri Safe Deposit Co. and

With the discovery of Henaghan’s body 
only a portion of the mystery is cleared, 
It is Known that he came to his death, but 
how? 

Only a post-mortem can determine 
whether he was a victim of violence before 
the river claimed him. His family clings 
to the theory of murder, which has been 
advanced several times since his disap- 
pearance. 


-Henaghan was regarded as one of the 
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Omst faithful and exemplary men on the 
Police force. He was not known to 
any bad habits. He owned the comfortable 
home in which he resided with hts parents 
and sisters at 1833 Papin street, and had 
$2500 in cash deposited with the Missouri 
Bafe Deposit Cov. 

So far as could be learned by lag relatives 
and his fellow-policemen he had no Cause 
to worry. 

On the afternoon of Sunday, December 
8, Henaghan attended the funeral of Mrs. 
Edward P. Creecy, wife of the captain of 
the seventh police district in which he was 
a patrolman. Though usually abstemious 
he took a few drinks on the return from

John B. Cahill and Turnkey eikesl Ge 
ley of the Reservoir Park station. Hena- 

han left the carriage at Shenandoah and 
Michigan avenue, saying he would go from 
there to his home on a street car. He 
was not seen alive after that, so far as 
reported. 

A few days later it was reported that a 
man answering his description had been 
seen near the junction of the Missouri Pa- 
cifle tracks and the Big Bend Road in St 
Lou's County, and later a report reached 
the police that a man of the same eneral 
description had been seen near Jewey 
three miles west of Washington, Mo. These 
clews were followed without result. 

Two months after his disappearance 
Henaghan’s estate was placed in the hands 
of the public administrator. An effort to 
determine whether he had left the contents 
of bie safe deposit box intact led to legal 
complications. The box was opened by or- 
der of court and it was found that the con- 
tents had not been disturbed.

IT CAUSES SHARP DISCUSSION. 


QUITE A TUMULT IN THE FINAL 
DEBATE. 


Elder Rice Talks in Silence, but a 
Lively Outbreak Ensues Over Oth- 
ers’ Speeches—Condition of the 
Church’s Finances. 


The General Assembly of the Presbyte- 
rian Church adopted the famous and much- 
discussed ‘‘Peoria Overture’ Friday morn- 
ing by a vote of 257 to 229. 

Elder James M. Rice of Peoria, Ill., the 
chief supporter of the overture, talked 
plainly amid a dead silence, but lively 
times followed him. He said that it was 


the church were selected for a particular 
purpose. He declared that the church did 


the privates in this army of the Lord. 
Elder H. R. Elliott, chairman of the 
finance committee, preceding the overture, 
Feported the candition of the church's af- 
fairs. The cash balance on hand, March 31, 
1900, was given as $77,484.43 and of this sum 
70,000 had been invested since that date 
in first mortgage securities. The cash in- 
come for the year was $4,419.76, an average 
rate of 4.7 per cent. The income has been 
increased by $27,543.13 by three legacies left 
to the church. The total amount of money 
handled during the year was $867,990.86. The 
report Was approved. 


The committee on place af next meeting, 
consisting of the moderator, stated clerk and 
permonent secretary, recommended that the 
General Assembly meet ir 1901 at Philadel- 
phia, and that a committee of arrangéments 
be appointed to carry out the plan. The 
recommendation was approved. 

Moderator Dickey asked that every mnem- 
ber of the assembly give his name to the 
stated clerk for enrollment in a record of 
those present at the closing assembly of 
the nineteenth century for preservation in 
ae archives of the church aAistorical so- 
clety. 

The Peoria overture was again introduced 
to the assembly by the meeting on the ras- 
trum of Dr. Radcliffe, sponsor for the ma- 
jority report, and Dr Cornelison, chairman 
of the committee and sponsor for the mi- 
nority. ’ 

Dr. Radcliffe raised the point that ome 
bour and a half had been alloted to the 
minority, while only 40 minutes had been 
given to the majority. Ten minutes addt- 
tional were granted to the majority. 

Dr. Cornelison fave way to Elder James 
M. Rice of Peoria, Ill, who spoke in favor 
of the overttre. 

He said that he desired to remove sume 
false impressions, that one man had framed 
the Peoria overture, but that he represented 
the sentiment of 107 Presbyterics, while the 
repart of the majority of the committee 
only represented seven Presbyteries. 

Klder Rice declared that it had been 

roved that there was manifest unfairness 

n the appointment of standing commit- 
tees. Mr. Rice referred to a letter received 
by him from a member of the majority sec- 
tion of the committee submitting the re- 
port against which the Peoria overture Was 
aimed. He said that he was ready to read 
this letter if the author would consent to 
bt. He was sure that it would throw light 
on the assertion that there was unfairness 
in the sclection of the committee. 

Mr. Rice said that he was talking for the 
common ministers and elders of the church 
who should have a chance to say who 
should run the church affairs. ite said 
that the adoption of the resolution wou!d 
dispel all suspicion of misrule, and asked 
that the assembly mix with the wisdom and 
learning of the church, the influences that 
come from the little red school house on 
the hill and the connfields. 

As Mr. Rice left the platform the moder-

Recommendations of the In- 
dustria! Commission. --~ 


FAVOR AN EIGHT-HOUR DAY. 


OPPOSE EMPLOYMENT OF CHIL- 
DREN UNDER FOURTEEN. 


Sugestions Apply More Directly to 


State Legislatures Than to 


Congress. 


WASHINGTON, May 25.—The industrial 
commission in its report to Congress on la- 
bor legislation, recommends improved leg- 
islation to the state legislatures rather than 
ta Congress directly. 

“The subject of greatest public interest 
to-day,’’ says the report, “is perhaps that 
of the regulation of the hours of labor per- 
mitted in industrial occupations and espe- 
clally in factories.’’ 

As Congress has no power to legislate di- 
rectiy in this matter the committee recom- 
mends that a simnle statute be enacted by 
all the states regulating the length of the 
working day for all persons between the 
ages of 14 and 21 years who work in facto- 
ries. 

The report in brief says: 

“The employment of children below the 
age of 14 should be prohibited in factories. 
The length of the working day in all public 
employments should be fixed at e‘ght hours, 
The same time should be fixed for workmen 
in underground mines, except in af 
emergency. Kmployment ‘n mines of chil- 
dren less than 14 years of age and all wom- 
en and girls should be forbidden. Congress 
might well enact that no person under 18 
should be employed as a telegraph oper- 
ator upon railroads, and that all engineers 
and switchmen should submit to an exam- 
ination for color blindness; also that it be 
made a milisdemeanor for an engineer or 
switchman to be intox'cated while on duty. 
A simple and liberal law regulating the 
payment of labor should be adopted by all 
the states, providing that all laborers shall 
be paid in cash orders without discount, 
not in goods or due bills, and that no com- 
pulsion, direct or ind_rect, should be used 
to make them purchase goods at any par- 
ticular store.’

It Relates to Eleven Old Employes Not

Upon request of Benjamin F. Clark, at- 
torney for the Suburban street car em- 
Ployes, the grievance committee of that 
road’s employes gathered at headquarters 
in the Emilie Building at 9 o'clock Friday 
morning, and, after waiting for the ap- 
pearance of Superintendent Jenkins for 
two hours, was requested by Mr. Clark to 
meet again in his office at 2:30 o’clock in 
the afternoon, at which time, members 
were given to understand, Mr. Jenkins 
would be present. 

“The purpose of the conference agreed 
to upon suggestion of Mr. Clark is un- 
known to the grievance committee,” said 
Cha'rman G. H. Woodworth to the Post- 
Dispatch while the coming of the attorney 
Was awaited, ‘“‘unless it is that Mr. Jen- 
kins desires to announce that he will abide 
by the demand made by the unanimous 
vote of the union at the meeting at Cella’s 
Hall Thursday night. Certainly, nothing 
less than that will be satisfactory. 

“We were told then by Mr. Clark that 
after repeated conferences Mr. Jenkins had 
agreed to reinstate 10 of the 1! men whom 
he failed to put back under the agreement 
of April 29. Three of these men, Mr. Clark 
told us, were threatened with criminal 
prosecution by Mr. Jenkins, but he had 
agreed to reinstate two of the men of this 
character. The third he would not. 

‘The answer of the union was in the 
resolutions adopted after this explanation, 
and Mr. Clark's long address urging the 
union not to be hasty. Ow/ng largely to the 
urging of our attorney we voted down a 
proposition for an immediate strike and 
agieed to give Mr. Jenkins another 4 hours

MEETING HELD TO REVIEW THE 
SITUATION. 


Gov. Frances Explains That Fair Will 
Be Abandoned If Congress 
Fails to Act at This 
Session. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, May 25.—Ex-Gov. Fran- 
cigs and Messrs. Cobb, Spencer, Frank and 


Kerens are carrying forward an active 
campaign to prevail upon Speaker Hender- 
son to let the House vote upon the St. 
Louis World’s Fair bill. To-day they called 
a meeting of the 18 members from the 
Louisiana Purchase states appointed when 
the bill was firet introduced. 

At this meeting Gov. Francis 
viewed the progress made and explained 
the present status of the bill, which re- 
quires favorable action by Speaker Hender- 
son before the House can have an oppor- 
tunity to say whether or not the centennial 
of the Louisiana purchase shall be cele- 
brated by a World’s Fair in St. Loults in 
19038. It was pressed upon the committee 
that unless the speaker consents to let the 
bill pass at this session the Fair will have 
to be abandoned and all plans heretofore 
made will have to be dropped. 

Speaker Henderson is openly arrayed 
against the measure now. Last night he 
gave to the press the telegram of protest 
signed by persons in St. Louis ask'ng that 
the World's Fair bill be held up until) the 
St. Louls street car strike is eettled. 

The speaker uses this as an excuse for 
not giving the bill a chance to pass. 

From now until Chairman Tawney re- 
ports the bill next Monday all efforts will 
be exerted to persuade Speaker Henderson 
to allow an hour for consideration. The 
fate of the béll rests upon his action. That 
is so Wel] understood that it is not con- 
sidered worth while making any plans 
which do not hinge upon final assent on 
his part that the bill shall be brought up 
for a vote in the House next week. Con- 
gressman Joy had to go to New York last 
night to meet Mrs. Jay, who is due to ar- 
rive from Europe th’s afternoon.

TRAINMEN IDENTIFY FERRICK 


Motorman and Conductor Positive That 
He Is the Man Who Killed 
Policeman McRea. 


The poHee are positive that they have in 
Richard Ferrick the slayer of Duncan K. 
McRea. emergency special policeman. His 
arrest by Detectives Shevlin and Field was 
told in the Post-Dispatch Thursday. 

After midnight Friday morning the de- 
tectives took Ferrick to the car sheds ai 
Spring avenue and North Market street and 
before the conductor and motorman who 
were on the car when McRea was shot. 
They positively identified him..L. O. Tuttle 
is the motorman and Willlam Bossinger is 
the conductor. They were asleep when the 
detectives arrived with the prisoner. Fer- 
rick, with shackies on his hands, walked 
up and down several times before he 
stopped in front of Motorman Tuttle. Tut- 
tle looked earefully into Ferrick's face. 
Then he said: 

“That is the man who fired the shot. I 
am positive. There can he no mistake.” 

Ferrick turned on Tuttle and with an 
oath said he was sorry he did not ‘‘get" 
the motorman. He repeated the statement 
as he was led away. 

Bossinger, the conductor, was equally pos- 
itive in his identification, as was also Pa- 
trolman Martin. who saw the trouble and 
pursued Ferrick immediately after the 
shoating. 

Ferrick is a huckster. So far as known 
he was never employed on any of the street 
railways. The police claim that Ferrick 
never intended killing the policeman; that 
he was under the influence of liquor on the 
day of the killing, was a strike sympa- 
thizer, saw some man doing duty where 
he had formerly seen his friends, and allow- 
ing liquor to inflame him fired at the mo- 
torman and by accident killed the police- 
man. 

A warrant will be applied for against Fer- 
rick Friday afternoon. He was chareecd 
with killing a man once before, but was 
permitted to plead guilty to manslaughter 
and take a short jail séntence.

Patrick J. Reagan, clerk of the First Dis- 
trict Police Court, says he witnessed the 
shooting, and he corroborates the officer's 
statement. 

William B. Halbruegger, a saloon keeper, 
substantiates the statements of Mahoney 
and Reagan.

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CHICAGO, May 2%.—A formal protest 
against the taxation of legacies to char!i- 
table, educationa!: and religious institu- 
tions, was made to Congress by the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Conference to-day. The 
protest, which was in the form of a peti- 
tion, introduced by W. J. Welch of the 
Wyoming conference, characterizes such 
taxation as “Contrary to public policy, 
and to the aim and spirit of our national 
institutions, as practically taxing directly 
the institutions which do most to aid the 
government and benefit our people, and is 
in effect taking money dedicated to public 
uses,”’ 

The election of secretaries of the vafious 
church benevolences was on the program of 
to-day’s morning session. Previous to 
the reading of nominations, the confer- 
ence refused to reverse the action of the 
Colorado conference in the case of J. F. 
Passamore, at one time a prominent cler- 
gyman, who was expelled from the church 
and deposed from the ministry, charged 
with making bitter attacks on ministers and 
bishops of the church. 

The conference then proceeded to ballot 
for the election of secretaries and assistant 
secretaries, as foliows: Missionary and 
Church Extension Societies, one corre- 
sponding secretary and one day secretary 

Sunday-school Union and Board of Edu- 
cation, one corresponding secretary. 

Freedman’s Aid and Southern Education 
Society, two corresponding secretaries. 

The lists of the nominees for the secretary- 
ships of the Missionary Society and Freed- 
man’s Ald Society were long, and much in- 
terest was shown in the results. Pending 
the report of the tellers the conference 
took up the report of the committee on 
revisals.

An explosion in the Cuban custom serv- 
ice is threatened, which promises revela- 
tions as sensational as the disclosures in 
connection with the postal service. 

An official of the customs service who 
has just returned from Havana, brings in- 
formation that the customs service there 
is honeycombed with fraud and corruption, 
and the employes interested are trembling 
with fear of investigation. That Congress 
must make a thorough- investigation of 
every department of the government in 
Cuba is the conclusion being gradually 
forced upon American leaders in botn 
houses. Nothing short of a searching in- 
quiry by a committee containing repre- 
sentatives of the minority party will be 
accepted. It is probabiy that the Bacon 
resolution. will be adopted by the Senate. 
Thus far no steps have been taken official- 
ly to investigate the Cuban customs serv- 
ice, but it is asserted that several employes | 
in that service are contemylating resigna- 
tion, while others who are away on leave 
of absence will not return to duty, )be- 
cause they do not wish to become involved 
in the investigation, which seems unavoid- 
able.

The French yield last year was more 
than one-third the total yield in all Europe. 

The story of the vine in France since 1882 has been the his- 
tory of the contlict between phylloxera and science. About 
8,750,000 acres of vines were destroyed by the pest. The great 
industry was in peril of total destruction. But by chance 
@ wWine-grower planted some California vines as an experi- 
ment. These flourished, while the insects destroyed the na- 
tive vines. Here was the solution and now the native vine 
js not considerett safe until engrafted upon American stock. 

Tt is said that this economic discovery is of more value 
io France than any other ever made. The wine product is 
increasing year by year. While etill below the maximum, the 
yield is even now one of the largest sources of wealth, and 
will soon find its old-time level,

A N extensive course of exercise to de- 


beginners 


velop the notes and a facile produc- 
tion of them is necessary before a 
song should be attempted. 

These exercises usually act as a revela- 
tion to the student, elucidating to them a 
clear comprehension of the many require- 
ments the song demands. 

First, the student must learn how to pro- 
duce tones correctly and easily. 

Second, the knowledge of how to declaim 
words intellig*bly must be acquired. 

Not until these details have been mas- 
tered should the student attempt to sing a 
song. 


SHOULD judge that the first exercise 
for any singer is to study how to ob- 
tain a complete control of the breath. 

Breathing properly, so as to employ the 

tones you have according to any score you 


may have to sing, is one of the most impor- 
tant foundations for ultimate facility in 
singing. 

Learn to breathe properly, and your ef- 
fects are within your reach to any extent 
your feeling may inspire you,

CARRIES AN ARMY OF EMPLOYES 
FOR THE ENT1RPRISE. 


Proposes to Revolutionize the Life of 
Gold Hunters in the Northwest 
and Is Associated With 
Four Young Parisians. 


Carie Johnstone, first cousin of the Mar- 
quis of Anglesey, chum of the Duke of 
Manchester, and a dozen other socia) lights 
of the English nobility, and a thoroughbred 
himself of the blood royal, passed through 
St. Louis Thursday night, and is go'ng to 
make gold hunting along Cape Nome Beach 
what is known in slang phraseology as a 
“cinch.”’ 

He will build a hotel and cafe there that, 
in size, beauty of architecture and luxury 
of furnishings, will have few equals in the 
world. It is to be the swellest of the swell 
and will -hhold its own with anything in 
Paris, London or New York. 

Mr. Johnstone is on his way to Nome with 
enough money to carry his plans into exe- 
cution, with the materials and work con- 
tracted for, and with an army of chefs, 
waiters and chamberma‘ds to insure his 
guests proper service. 

‘He passed through St. Louis Thursday 
night on his way to Tacoma, from whence 
he will sail on a specially chartered ship 
for Nome June 2 He has been in the 
United States since May 1. Since his ar- 
rival he has been vis:ting friends in New 
York, Louisiana and Alabama. He came 
to St. Louis from New Orleans. 

Johnstone travels in a style suited to his 
station in life. He has a car to himself 
with a retinue of servants to administer to 
his convenience, and his commissary de- 
partment is well supplied with everything 
that the epicure loves. 

The car was attached to a Mobile & Ohio 
train from New Orleans and Johnstone's 
plans were to continue his journey to Kan- 
sas City on the Wabash. The Mobile was 
30 minutes late, but the Englishman made 
it profitable for the Wabash to hold its 
train until his arrival. 

While his car was being attached to the 
Wabash train, he took a little stroll through 
the Midway with Station Agent Russell] of 
the Mobile. His wallet dropped from his 

ocket, and he had walked a considerable 
istance from where it fell before he dis- 
covered that it was missing. Agent Rus- 
sell hastily picked it up, and as he handed 
it to the traveler, he said: 

“I hope you don’t carry much money in 
it, as you allow it to slip from your pocket 
so easily.’’ 

“Oh, there’s nothing In it but a little 
spending money, was the nonchalant re- 

ly, “‘only five $1000 bills and four of the 
denomination.’’ 

It is clear that Johnstone will have no 
difficulty in getting to Nome. 

Johnstone is not the only person interest- 
ed in the Nome hotel scheme. He has four 
associates—all Parisians—but he is the 
principal promoter, and holds the larger 
share of stock in the company. 

Each of the Parisians turned over to him 
the amount of money he wished to put in 
the venture, and Johnstone swelled the 
fund thus raised by putting in twice as 
much as any of his associates. 

He has picked up a strong staff of cooks, 
Waiters and chambermaids. He engaged 
a head chef from one of the principal hotels. 
That important personage will receive the 
modest salary of $16,000 a year, it is said. 
And there are others in Mr. Johnstone's 
company of culinary artists who will re- 
ceive fabulous wages. 

Johnstone has not decided upon a name 
for his hotel, but he promises that it will 
be as unique as the venture. He will take 
something that will individualize the es- 
tablishment aniong the nations of the 
earth. 

The new hotel will be put in operation, 
Mr. Johnson says, just as soon as the con- 
tractor car get it ready. He thinks it will 
be finished by fall and that it will be 
opened for business in time to give winter 
accommodations to the Nome goldhunters. 
Johnstone thinks many years will be re- 
quired to exhaust the wealth of Nome and 
believes that he and his companions will 
get their money back easily before that 
comes to pass. 

The present is not the first visit of Mr. 
Johnstone to the United States. He was in 
New York last December with the Duke of 
Manchester. The two were lionized by 
Gotham’s 400. It was then,their intention 
to tour the United States, but the sudden 
death of the Duke's sister made it neces- 
gary for them to return to England. Bul 
Johnstone was in the United States long 
enough to have his name coupled with a 
pretty Southern woman as a suitor, Re- 

orts of their engagement were made, but 
‘Doth emphatically. denied it. Nevertheless, 
it is said that Johnstone made a visit to 
‘the home of the young woman in Alabama 
before he came to St. Louis.

About 3000 Persons Assembled in At- 
tendance at the Meeting Held 
Thursday Night in the In- 
terest of Foreign Missions. 


The Presbyterian mass meeting at the 
Odeon Thursday night in the interest of 
foreign missions was an assemblage of 
nearly 3000 ministers and laymen of the 
church listening to the eloquence and wW-s- 
dom of the governor of a state, a million- 
aire builder of locomotives, the moderator 
of the general assembly, one of the best 
known pulpit orators in America, and a 
distinguished clergyman of St. Louis.

John H. Converse, vice-moderator of the 
general assembly and head of the Balti- 
more Locomotive Works, was the million 
aire; Rev. Charles E. Dickey ol! Philadel- 
phia was the head of the assembiy; Rev. 
Dr. George F. Pentecost of Yonkers, N. 
Y., Was the popular pulpit orator and {ec- 
turer and Rev. Dr: 8. J. Niccolis of th.s 
city the well-known clergyman. 

‘the words tney spoke in behalf of man- 
kind in the uncivilized parts of the earth 
were lifeng words that swayed the ay- 
dience and stirred it with feei.ngs of love 
toward those who have not yet learned 
of the Christian faith. A feature of the 
evening was that no hymnbooks were 
used, the songs sung being those which 
every churchgoer knows by heart. 

Rev. Dr. Herrick Johnson of Chicago 
opened the meeting with prayer. Rev. Dr. 
Sneed of the Compton Avenue Presbyte- 
rian Church introduced Gov. Mount as the 
Presbyterian layman who had presided 
over the Ecumenical Conference at, New 
York. Gov. Mount said in part: “We are 
standing at the threshold of the 2th cen- 
tury, and are now witnesses of the closing 
days of the worid’s greatest century for the 
achievements of the nineteenth century 
exceed those of all that have preceded it. 
Mind has triumphed over matter; man has 
utilized the forces of nature and made 
them subservient to his weal, . but the 
march of Christianity has kept pace with 
the world’s march of material progress. 
At the beginning of the century foreign 
missions were in their infancy, and were 
unpopular at that. Then there were about 
20 msppons, only five stations and few con- 
verts. 

The speaker then reviewed the progress of 
the church in the establishment of missions 
relating to the statistics of this progress, 
and passed to the significance of the Ecu- 
nienical Conference, of which he said: 

‘The greatest meeting in the interest of 


“this work ever held was that in New York 


recently ,over which I had the honor to 
preside. It was great for its personnel, for 
in it were the leading men of the worid, 
men of wealth and»sprogress and promi- 
nence, as well as the missionaries from all 
over the werld, bearing the testimony of 
their work and the fruits of their labor. 
They were indorsed not only by the dele- 
gates, but by the representatives of all that 
is good in the people of the United States.” 

He closed by saying that the destiny. of 
the United States was to become the lead- 
ing country of the world in the evangeliza- 
tion of all heathen peoples, and thet the 
spirit of war, internecine and foreign, had 
reunited the citizenship of the country for 
a divine purpose, made apparent in the re- 
cent par waged in the name of humanity. 

Dr. Dickey followed with the opening 
statement that one dav at the Ecumenical 
Conference had been a blessing to nim, and 
that he had marked it deep with red for 
future reference. He spoke of the results of 
that gathering in the form of subscriptions 
made and the encouragement held out to 
missionaries. Then the moderator niade a 
remarkable statement regarding the pro- 
posed revision of the Presbyterian faith. 

“This assembly means,” he said. that we 
have given up quarreling among curselves 
in the face of the enemy, but stand 
shoulder to shoulder, not only in the middle 
of the road, but in the middle of the con- 
fession of faith. It means we have found 
the middle of the confession of faith, and 
have determined to leave the extremes to 
our enemies. The man who dares to speak 
of revision during the next five years will 
be hurled into oblivion from which there 
will be no return.’’ 

He provoked great enthusiasm and sur- 
oxrise by concluding that a Presbyterian 
ad one daughter in the missionary fieid 
abroad, another in the missionary field at 
home and a son who was a missionary and 
turning toward Gov. Mount added, “That 
man is the governor of Indiana.’’ 

Dr. Niccolls said the meeting was: an 
eehpo of the Ecumeniral conference. He 
had been impressed by three characteristics 
of that great conference, the hopefulness of 
it, its unity of purpase and in its being a 
signal from the Almighty as to the oppor- 
tunities and possiblities of Christianity. 

Gov. Mount was especially happy in his 
introduction of John H. Converse as the 
head of the largest locomotive works in 
the world. “Just as his locomotives carry 
the light of progress into the world so does 
his money send that spiritual light into the 
heathen places,’ he said. 

Mr. Converse contrasted the pageant of 
all peoples at the Queen's diamond jubilee 
with the Christian pageant presented by 
the Ecumenical conference—statesman, ed- 
ucators, lawyers, all men of note, an ex- 
Presicent sitting as moderator, the Presi- 
dent of the United States making the open- 
ing address. yet, as in the vision of the 
diamond jubilee, it was not the notables 
that attracted his attentian, but thcw*nen 
and women from every clime—the mission- 
aries who had come to learn the good tid- 
ings of great joy. 

Dr. Pentecost made an eloquent speech 

the glory and grandeur of missionary 
He reviewed its histary throughout 
the pages of the world. He declared that 
there had been far greater spir‘tual tri- 
umphs3 in India during the past ten vears 
than in all the Roman empire in the first 
400 vears after Christ. One hundred vears 
ago there had been 12 missionary stations 
in the world: now there were 61,000 native 
+t ig and 200,000 converts in these foreign 
eias.,

Clared. ‘“‘Cease that and decay sets in. The 
chureh that does not export—is not mis- 
s:onary—that church dies. Therefore, ex- 
port, export, export. The policy of the 
ehurch hav always been to open new fields. 
Evangelize. evangelize, evangelize. Make 
haste, make haste. Send the Gospel to ev- 
ery part of the world. Then shall the king- 
dom of God come.”

FOR THE FIGHT, 


Both Democratic Sides Confi- 


dent of Vietory in the 
Primaries. 


COMMITTEE JOBS AT STAKE. 


JEFFERSON CLUB INTENDS TO 
OUST BRADY AND BARRETT. 


Each Faction Has a Complete Ward 
Organization Which Is Expected to 
Put Plans Into Successful Ope- 
ration Saturday Afternoon. 


The Democratic primary election, which 
will be hela in each of the city’s 28 wards 
between 1 o'clock Saturday afternoon and 
8 o'clock Saturday evening, promises to fur- 
nish one of the most interesting, if not ex- 
citing, batties of ballots St. Louis has 
ever known. 

Importan; stakes are to be played for 
in these primaries. Delegates are to be se- 
lected to the Democratic state conventions 
at Kansas City, Jefferson City and Sedalia 
and also for the Cape Girardeau convention 
to nominate a candidate for the Court of 
Appeals for the Eastern Division of Mis- 
souri. 

But there are still other issues to be 
fought out. The delegates selected will 
choose five new members of the Democratic 
State committee. 

At present the five state cammitteemen 
from St. Louis are Henry Quellmalz in the 
Tenth District, Thomas J. Ward and Thos. 
E. Barrett in the Eleventh and Ben Brady 
and William J. Flynn in the Twelfth. 

They are all anxious to succeed themselves. 
Prady and Bayrett have a hard struggie to 
do so. The Hawes-Butier-Jefferson Club 
combination is determined to put Brady and 
Barrett out of political business, if possible. 
Ward and Fivnn are with the Hawes-But- 
ler aggregation and, if it is successful, they 
will be returned and Thomas H. Quinn and 
probably Tom Sk'dmore will step into the 
Shoes of Barrett and Pradyv respectively. 

The Jefferson Club has been organizing 
the wards for months in preparation for the 
primaries and has able lieutenants in al! 
mb of the city. But the opposition has 
een equaliy active. It has effected an or- 
ganization by congressional! districts. Ben 
Brady is in charge in the Twelfth, Barrett 
in the Eleventh and Charles Lemp, the 
wealthy young brewer, in the Tenth. Part 
of Mr. Lemp’s efforts will be to dump Mr. 
Quellmalz out of the committee. If he suc- 
ceeds he may accept the place himself or 
let it go to W lliam Hughes or some other 
associate of his in South St. Louis. 

* Lemp has placed delegations tin each 
» six wards in his district—the Sev- 
Eighth, Ninth, Tenth, Eleventh and 
Twelfth. Messrs. Brady and Barrett were 
not so complete in their efforts, as their 
faction has no ticket in the Third. Fifth, 
Sixth, Fourteenth, Twenty-fourth, Twenty- 
fifth and Twenty-seventh. There are two 
tickets in the Sixth Ward, but both are de- 
clared to be friendly to Hawes, the contest 
simply being a fight for ward supremacy 
between E. EF. Guion and Tom Skidmore. 

In each of the other 21 wards a close con- 
test ‘s promised. .In many of them con- 
Siderable bitterness has been injected into 
the contest. 

Particularly Is this the case in the South 
End. There it is a personal fight in the 
six wards of the Tenth District between 
Mr. Lemp and Police Commissioneft A. C. 
Stuever, who is associated with the Hawes- 
Butler organization. The Lemp supporters 
charge that Julius Wurzburger ‘s helping 
Stvuever run his campaign and have lentes 
circulars declaring that their Nmth Ward 
ticket is ‘‘anti-Stuever-Wurzburger.” The 
Stuever forces are at a slight disadvantage, 
as the police commissioner is confined to 
his home by an !njured leg. 

He has written letters to voters in all 
parts of the district urging them to sup- 
port his (the Hawes-Butler) ticket at the 
primaries, Some of these have fallen 
into the hand of the opposition, who seem 
to regard the statement therein that the 
Writer will meet the recipient at the polls 
as a huge joke, in view of the fact that 
he is not able to leave his home. 

But the close contests will not be con- 
fined to the South end. In the Fourth 
ward, where Ben Brady will lead his forces 
in person, in the Thirteenth, where W. A. 
Brandenburger, the deposed treasurer of 
the Jefferson Club, will do his best to even 
rs o.d scores; in the Twenty-second, where 
Doug’ Crothers will try to down young 
French Nelson, and in the Twentieth, 
where Tom Barrett will lock horns with 
Secretary of the Police Board Tom Ward, 
fierce battles are looked for. 

he Jefferson Club leaders express them- 
selves as confident of victory. 

“We have no opposition in seven wards,’’ 
said e of them to the Post-Dispatch, Fri- 
day. “Of the other twenty-one we need 
carry only elght to have a majority of the 
deiegates. But we expect to do more than 
that. We will secure two-thirds of the 
delegates, I feel sure, despite the efforts of 
the other side to use the street car strike 
to their advantage. The other fellows have 
had a hard time getting delegations in some 
of their wards. Some of the men whose 
names they used without permission have 
withdrawn.” 

Messrs. Brady and Barrett do not come 
forward with any claims as to what they 
will do thmoughout the city. Mr. Lemp 
expresses confidence, however, of winning 
in his bailiwick. 

“We feel sure of carrying the Ninth, 
Tenth, Eleventh and Twelfth Wards,” said 
Joseph W. Hannauer, one of Mr. Lemp’s 
chief lieutenants, ‘and we are ready to 
make a strong fight in the other two wards 
“the Seventh and Eighth.’’

BOSTON, Mass., May %.—Christians and 
heathen unite in discussing the reason for 
moral education and the best method of 
imparting it. They met on the platform of 
Lorimer Hall at thé twenty-eighth meet- 
ing of the Moral Education Association of 
Massachusetts, 

The feature of the day was the address of 
Bipin Chandra Pal of Calcutta, who gloried 
in his “heathenism.” His caricature of 


Christianity elicited applause. 

“T am not ashamed,” he said, ‘‘of appear- 
ing before you as a heathen. Heathen 
means one who is not a Christian, but I 
am not ashamed of confessing that I am 
not a Christian. If “I had any doubt on the 
subject when I left India my two years 
residence in Christian England and Chris- 
tian America and the closest study of the 
religion in the fogs and mists of London 
and on the streets of St. Louis, Chicago, 
Boston and New York, in Piccadilly and 
other places have removed every bit of 
aoubt. I am prouder than ever of being a 
heathen, as distinguished from being a 
Christian. 
‘‘Buddhism does not exist in India and 
has not existed there for centuries. Ignor- 
ance is faith in many quarters, and I will 
not disturb that faith. 

“If my origin is sin, it is mockery—cruel 
mockery—to tell me to rise above it or to go 
beyond it. If modern psychology, if mod- 
ern ethics, teach us anything, it is that 
your ethical law is your natural law, and 
that what is not in your nature you can’t 
get in it by any means, You might as well 
attempt to draw the- sunshine from a cu- 
cumber. 

“No; we are not born in sin. (Applause.) 
We are born in God. (Applause.) Every drop 
of blood that pulsates in my veins is of God 
and from God. The light of my eye is the 
light of God. If God is not in my hearst and 
in your heart he is nowhere. ‘The Kingdom 
of God is in the heart.’ Look upon your 
heart with the eye of faith, not with the 
forensic fiction. Look on the tablet whica 
Moses saw, not outside, but in his uwn 
heart, 

“That the heathen Hindoo is impractical 
is to be found in the fact that a few Eneg- 
lish soldiers lord it over 300,000,000 of them. 
We may be impractical as far as grabbing 
land and gold is concerned, but we claim to 
be far beyond Christian civilization in mat- 
ters of ethics, 

“If you want to control ‘tthe nerves you 
must control the appetites for eating and 
drinking. If you want to control the mind 
you must control the body. So we say to 
your children, ‘Eat not the things that wil! 
destroy the nerves.’ We say, first of all, 
a sane body, for in a sane body only can 
a sane mind dwell. 

“When a beggar comes to our door in 
India we do not send for a policeman and 
turn the beggar over to him, while we re- 
turn to the enjoyment of our leg of mut- 
ton and strawberry shortcake, happy in 
the contemplation that we have done our 
Christian duty in sending a hungry man to 
pail. But even a little child will take a 

iandful of rice or a couple of potatoes or a 
mango and give it fo the beggar. We 
teach kindness by actions, not by pictures 
or a Sunday-school lesson. 

“And before the Christian civilization 
came among us it used to be the custom 
of our heathen India for every householder 
to stand before his door at meal time and 
invite everybody in the neighborhood who 
was hungry to come and partake with him. 
We have felt that whert we give we give 
for God and it used to be the custom. tvo 
for the children at meal time to sprinkle 
crumbs of bread for the birds and animals 
who shared with us life in heathendom. 
‘People have come to India and have 
looked at us through Christian spectacles. 
May I ask you to keep your judgment of 
India in abeyance until you can come to 
verify ior yourselves what you hear about 
Indaia?’’ 


CHURCH ELDER FOUND GUILTY 


Richard Jones Sentenced to a Year in 
Jail Despite Much Weeping and 
Ministerial Effort in His Behalf. 


The case of Richard Jones of 4133 Papin 
street, charged with making a fraudulent 
pension affidavit, attracted a large delega- 
tion of negroes to the United States Dis- 
trict Court Friday morning. The jury re- 
turned a verdict of guilty and when the 
clerk so announced there was loud weep- 
ing in the courtroom. 

Judge Adams called Jones before him and 
asked what statement if any he desired to 
make before sentence was imposed upon 
him. 

Jones replied that he was innocent; that 
he was an elder in the church and as such 


could not consistently be guilty of wrong 
doing. He pleaded that .the parson could 
testify as to his good character. 

The minister was called and interrogated 
at length by Judge Adams. 

The minister said Jones was a good man, 
so far as he knew, but that he had never 
heard anyone praising him much. 

The court asked District Attorney Hitch- 
cock and others for their recommendation 
in the case. 

After hearing them Judge Adams said 
he was convinced the defendant was guilty 
as charged and should be punished. In con- 
sideration of his age and the fact that he 
was the father of a large family and had 
never before been convicted of any of- 
fense Judge Adams gaid he would assess 
the minimum penalty—one year in jail.

DETROIT, Mich., May 25.—To-day’s ses- 
of the Baptist missionary anniver- 
saries were devoted wholly to the Amer- 
ican Baptist Publication Society.

chage in prices. Corn was also spurred higher, 
opening with a small advance, and for a time hold- 
ing a stronger range than at the close last night. 

News generally was in favor of a bull market, a 
small decrease, among other things, being noted 
in the Northwest re ‘eipts. 

Towards the end of each week the most important 
item of interest to the pit is the Argentine ship- 
ments. Not only were they of interest to traders 
to-day, but they had a slighly bullish influence 
upon the market. This, however, soon wore off, 
and with the slackening of the demand prices fell 
sHebtiy, gefting into last night’s rut. e 

There was just about enough interest to-day to 
hold the market steady. A fraction less of at- 
tention on the part of traders and the weight of 
grain would have forced a lower range. As it 
Was, a narrow range was maintained, while buying 
orders of any size were absent. 

Argentine shipments for the week, 2,248,000 bu, 
compared with 2,298,000 bu last week, and 2,208.- 
000 bu a year ago. Since Jan. 1@shipments have 
been 44,458,000 bu,. compared with 30,600,000 bu 
for the same period last year. 

Crop news was, as usual, scarce, little of real 
importance being forthcoming. The situation, as 
a rule, from day to day shows small change.  Ia- 
sect life is known to be at work in the fields, cans- 
ing a material loss in condition. tains have not 
been as wide-spread as desited, the drought is not 
yet entirely broken. These conditions, as a whole, 
are rather discouraging, and indicate a bull mar- 
ket, but the bears are still out. in force and are 
hard to overcome as long as demand is not of the 
best and receipts are liberal.
